Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has found the applicant's arguments 
to be non-persuasive and the examiner maintains the grounds of rejection. 

It is argued by the applicant that Daude does not disclose sending the acquired IP address of the VPN gateway unit and the acquired 
private IP address to the VPN client unit. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Daude discloses that a gateway device (i.e. mediating 
apparatus) forwards connection parameters (i.e. IP addresses) of the first VPN to the second VPN (i.e. VPN client) (0051, lines 8-10) and 
that authentication may be done by identifying VPN parameters related to connecting and forwarding characteristics of the VPN (0052, lines 
6-9). Daude also discloses that the information relating to the VPNs and their member devices (i.e. IP address of VPN gateway) may be 
stored in a mapping table (0051, lines 21-22). It is noted that Daude discloses that the end devices on a VPN may be hosts, routing 
devices, gateways or other devices known to be connectable to a gateway (0078, lines 5-9). 
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
